This week's Coal Exports and Imports Sup- 
plement contains annual as well as detailed monthly 
data on U.S. coal and coke exports and imports, An- 
other supplement contains detailed monthly data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price).

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended January 20, 
1990, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 21 million short tons, a 3 percent in- 
crease in production over the previous week and 4 
percent higher than the comparable week in 1989. Pro- 
duction East of the Mississippi River totaled 13 million 
short tons, and production West of the Mississippi 
River totaled 8 million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in November 1989 totaled nearly 10 
million short tons, slightly higher than in November 
1988. This brought the total for the first 1 1 months of 


1989 to 93 million short tons, an increase from 86 mil- 
lion short tons in the same period of 1988. Metallurgical 
coal exports, which accounted for two thirds of the 
total, rose by 4 million short tons. Steam coal exports 
were up by 3 million short tons. Most of the additional 
exports of both coals were to Eyropean markets. 

U.S. coal imports from January througli November 
1989 totaled more than 2 million short tons. This was 
27 percent higher than in the comparable period a year 
ago and largely reflects a rise in coal imports from 
Canada.
